In Liguori’s “Glories of Mary,” a formal theological work approved by Pius 
IX, we find such expressions of Mariolatry: “Queen Mother and Spouse o/ the 
King to her belong dominion and power over all creatures.” 

“In the Franciscan chronicles it is narrated that Brother Leo once saw « red 
ladder, on the top of which was Jesus Christ, and a white one, on the top of 
which was His holy mother; and he saw some who tried to ascend the red lad- 
der, and they mounted a few steps and fell. They were then advised to go and 
try the white ladder, and by that they easily ascended, for our blessed [adj 
stretched out her hands, and helped them, and so they got safely to Heaven.” 

If this (which Liguori uses twice in proof of the tenet it involves) be not blas- 
phemy against the Lord Jesus, and a formal denial of His power to save, and 
His being the on/y ]Vay to heaven, there are no such sins possible. 


The Office of the Blessed Virgin and the Mass 
In the prayers of the office of the B. V., authorized by the Pope, such expres- 
sions are to be found as these: “Through thy advocacy we obtain the eternal 


happiness, thou, O Mary, art able to cleanse us from our sins. In the hour of 
death be thou our assurance. . .. Whosoever finds me finds life. Be thou my 


place of refuge that I might obtain salvation. The Lord possessed me in the 
beginning of His wav, before His works of old. I was set up from everlasting, 
from the beginning, or even before the earth was.” These things are said in the 
Scriptures for the eternal Word of God, but the Roman Church applies them to 
Mary. 

The Mass itself, which, according to Rome’s teaching, should be believed as 
the repetition of the Sacrifice of the Cross, and therefore so peculiarly a pleading 
of the Passion of the Son to the Father, in many cases is occupied with expres 
sion of adoration to the Virgin Mary. 

The priest celebrating the indulgenced Votive Mass of the Holy Trinity ad- 
dresses St. Mary thus: “I acknowledge thee, I venerate thee most holy \ irgin, 
queen of heaven, lady and Mistress of the Universe.” This Mass of the Holy 
Trinity is quite separate from the Votive Masses of the blessed Virgin, which 
are of frequent occurrence.

Mr. Frederick C. Owen commits very 
serious mistakes in his hurried efforts 
to fix the precedence of cardinals, a 
precedence based, he says, “on the fact 
that cardinals form a council of minis- 


ters of the Papacy, which still retains 
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recognition by most of the great na- 
tions of the world as a_ sovereign 
power.” 

This is not true, for all the nations 
of the world have recognized the fall of 
the temporal power in 1870, and conse- 
quently their governments acknowledge 
the Italian Government as the only Su- 
preme political power in Italy. The am- 
bassadors of the nations to the Italian 
Government prove that Rome does not 
belong to the Pope, but it is the glori- 
ous capital of the kingdom of Italy. 

It is true that many nations of the 
world send their ambassadors to the 
Vatican, too, but they do so simply for 
a political game—to use the Vatican in 
the fostering of their particular inter- 
ests, domestic or foreign. It is also true 
that the Vatican, owing to the astute- 
ness of its diplomats, succeeds often in 
playing the game to its own exclusive 
interests. 

The other serious error of Mr. F. C. 
Owen consists in the statement that in 
England the precedence of cardinals 
over every public official, ambassadors, 
cabinet members, was recognized by 
King Edward VII. 

A similar claim was made in a com- 
munication over the name of “Marquise 
de Fontenoy” in the New York “Trib- 
une” of March 25, 1912. A cutting of 
the article was sent to the Lord Cham- 
berlain in London, together with a let- 
ter, asking if these statements concern- 
ing the status of cardinals in England 


were true.

The real test of the sincerity of Rome 
and its representatives in regard to tol- 
erance and liberty must not be found 
in America, where we “emphatically in- 


sist on fair play in sport, in trade, in 
politics or in religion,” but in countries 
dominated by Rome or where Roman- 
ists are in the majority. 

The true attitude of the Pope and his 
Cardinals, Bishops and priests was 
lucidly defined by Cardinal Mazzella 
when he said, “We ask liberty from 
you Protestants where and when we are 
in the minority, because this is your 
principle, but we are ready to deny 
liberty when and: where we are in the 
majority, because this is our principle.” 

“Truth cannot tolerate error’; and, 
of course, you think that you have the 
monopoly of truth, while the rest of 
mankind, dissenting from you, are in 
error, and therefore they have no right 
to propagate their error or heresies. Be 
sincere, please, Mr. Cardinal, and then 
you will admit that you cannot satisfac- 
torily evade my arguments. 

You are right in stating that “The 
Fathers of the Republic recognized 
minority rights, and provided for their 
respectful consideration. They them- 
selves have formed an oppressed minor- 
ity in England, whence they had with- 
drawn principally for that reason. But 
they had been right. Hence, coming 
here they won.” Thus your Highness 
has the right of liberty—religious, civil 
and political—thanks to the Protestant 
Fathers of this Republic. And we are 
glad you, and your faithfuls have the 
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liberty; we rejoice for it, and would 
fight and die not only for our own, 
but for the liberty of every human soul 
in every field of civil and religious life.

have undisputed sway. “We must ex- 
tend the true American conception of 
what is really right to all of our rela- 
tionships.
